London Says Yesterday's Three Mile Advance Is 
Turning Point In Campaign and Perhaps In 
War—N ew ly Won R idge Dominates V ast 
Areas Filled With R eserves and Will 
Compel Hurried Evacuation By Huns 


VILLE- EN-T ARDEN CIS ENCIRCLED; TOWNS TAKEN 


BULLETIN

With the American Army on the Aisne-Marne Front, 
Aug. 2, Noon.—The whole American line moved forward 
today while the armies along the flanks from Soissons to 
Rheims pressed hard against the sides of the German sal­ 
ient. 
Their gains were made almost without resistance. 
Hammered as they have b een for day s, the Germans 
withdrew during the night so that when the Americans, 
supported on the right and left b y the French, started 
early this morning, they did not encounter the usual ma­ 
chine gun fire. 
In open order, the men plowed their way through the 
heavy , rain-soaked fields for nearly a mile. The indica­ 
tions are that the Germans will not make a stand until they 
reach the watershed north of the Nesles forest. 


BULLETIN 
B y A ssociated P ress Leased Wire 
On the French Front In France, Aug. 2, Noon.—The 
b attle on the front north of the Marne resolved itself dur­ 
ing the night and this morning into almost a genearl re­ 
tirement of the enemy north of the Ourcq, with the allies 
pursuing the Germans with the greatest zeal and success. 
The tow nof Hatennes-et-Taux was occupied b y the 
allies, who also occupied the wood ly ing south of this most 
important place. The French and British in this section 
took Uontremain and then crossed the Chateau Thierry - 
Soissons road. 
The Germans are b urning villages as they retire and 
are destroy ing ever ciing they come across. The entire 
b attle field is dotted l 
conflagrations, some of which are 
of large proportions. 
Along the center of the front as well as on the west 
side the German resistance seems greatly diminished. The 
allies pressed through a series of thickets- to the north of 
the road leading from Goussancourt to Couleges and have 
reached the south part of Vezilly wood.

“ The works of art fou nd in abandoned hou ses shou ld not be carried 


off, bu t m u st be deliv ered to the local au thorities (th a t is, the local Ger­ 


m an m ilitary au thorities). 
A representativ e of the m inister of arts will 


select the w orks of a rt which may ev entu ally be sent into the interior — 


that is, to G erm any .”

while depth bombs were bein g dis­ 
charged ov erhead were described re­ 
cen tly by a British merchan t ship 
captain who was a prison er for fif­ 
teen day s aboard a IJ-boat. 
In an 
in terv iew the En glish com­ 
man der, 
captu red by the German s 
after his v essel had been torpedoed, 
related how the depth bombs shook 
the u n dersea craft an d created con ­ 
stern ation amon g the sailors. 
In on e 
in stan ce the faces of 
the Germ an s 
became white with fear an d all stood 
tremblin g after the first shot, which 
was n ot n ear en ou gh to destroy the 
su bmersible. 
All were 
ex pectin g 
a secon d discharge. 
Prison er for Mon ths 
The En glish comman der reached 
his n ativ e lan d after hav in g been 
imprison ed for mon ths at Bran den ­ 
bu rg, where he said, he an d other 
ship officers at times had been ha r ­ 
n essed to carts which were u sed to 
hau l mail an d packages from the 
postoffice to the prison ers’ camp. % 
Sev en v essels were torpedoed by 
the German s while the British cap­ 
tain was aboard the U-boat. 
P re ­ 
v iou sly the En glish officer had been 
in comman d of a merchan t v essel 
which had also met its fate at the 
han ds of a su bmarin e crew. 
“ On the third day after 1 had been 
taken prison er,” said 
the 
captain , 
“ Ju st after the midday meal, I g a the r­ 
ed that the su bmarin e was abou t to 
carry ou t an attack 
on 
a 
con v oy 
which had ju st been sighted. 
The 
U-boat approached 
su bmerged 
for 
some distan ce an d torpedoed a largo 
steamer. Ou r whereabou ts apparen t­ 
ly were detected, I was told, by an 
allied light cru iser, for we div ed ra p­ 
idly to a great depth. 
F elt Ex plosion 
“ Hardly had the su bmarin e reach­ 
ed an ev en keel when we heard an d 
felt a tremen dou s ex plosion which 
cau sed the U-boat to v ibrate from 
stem to stern . It was a depth charge 
from the cru iser. 
“ The effect on the crow was ev i­ 
den t. All stood tremblin g with faces 
blan ched w» ih fear, n ot attemptin g 
to speak, ex pectin g a secon d charge, 
the resu lt of which might mean the 
destru ction of the boat withou t the 
slightest chan ce for u s to escape. 
"There is n o dou bt in my min d 
of the men tal attitu le of the crew, 
for it was n ot the first ex perien ce of 
the men with a depth charge, an d 
they had learn ed from others in the 
serv ice what terrible weapon s depth 
bombs were in the han ds of skillfu l 
seamen . 
“ For some momen ts we waited; 
en gin es were stopped an d all mean s 
were taken to prev en t giv in g in dica­ 
tion of ou r position . Min u tes seem­ 
ed like hou rs in su ch a situ ation . 
I’ll admit that 1 was tu rn in g ov er 
in my min d whether I shou ld see my 
family again . 
No addition al ex plo­ 
sion s took place, howev er, an d after 
remain in g 
some eighteen 
fathoms 
deep for a lon g period we con tin u ed

“ A few day n H tcr we had an other 
ex perien ce with depth charges, or 
‘wasser 
bom ben ’ 
as 
the 
German 
sailors call them. 
A sailin g v essel 
had ju st been su n k by shell fire

s’ghted, an d down we wen t. 
By the 
microphon es the propellers cou ld be

Prison con dition s in German y were 
described by the British captain as 
bein g deplorable. 
Suffered in Camp 
“ Althou gh wre were merchan t ship 
captain s imprison ed at Bran den bu rg, 
we were made to su ffer v ariou s in ­ 
dign ities,” he said. 
“ We were compelled to harn ess 
ou rselv es to carts which we had to 
drawr throu gh 
the 
streets 
to 
the 
station or postoffice in order to fetch 
ou r parcels an d an y commodities to 
camp. It was at this camp also that 
I saw three hu n dred Ru ssian s oldiers 
workin g, all of whom were in the 
last stages of tu bercu losis. 
The poor 
fellows cou ld n ot get en ou gh to eat, 
an d they wou ld eagerl;v scrape dis­ 
carded tin can s in the hope of fin d­ 
in g particles of food. 
I hav e ev en 
seen German soldiers do the same 
thin g. 
We were glad to search the 
cin der paths at an y opportu n ity in 
an ticipation of fin din g bits of coke 
or coal with which to cook ou r food.” 
• Shot W ithout W arning 
The captain said his ship was tor­ 
pedoed withou t warn in g an d that 
after he an d all his men were afloat 
in life boats the su bmarin e appeared 
on the su rface an d he was taken 
prison er, the mates an d seamen be­ 
in g permitted to start in the direc-' 
tion of lan d. 
Describin g the su b­ 
marin e the British captain said: 
“ She was a fairly large craft, ot 
recen t n u mberin g, hav in g three tor­ 
pedo tu bes, two in the bow an d on e 
aft, an d carried ten torpedoes. 
She 
was also armed with a gu n for shell 
firb 
ju st 
forward 
of the 
con n in g 
tower. 
Poor Ra tions 
“ My first meal aboard the U-boat 
con sisted of a stew made with strin gy 
meat, 
probably 
horseflesh, 
su pple­ 
men ted by small portion s of sau sage 
with black bread. As the v oy age pro­ 
gressed this bread became mildewed 
an d u n eatable, an d then some bread 
of lighter color, which had been kept 
in hermetically 
sealed 
receptacles, 
was serv ed, bu t was ev en more u n ­ 
palatable than the black bread. The 
coffee was **iade of bu rn t barley an d 
acorn s. 
The comman der an d officers 
of the U-boat fared as the lower 
ratin gs, bu t were able to su pplemen t 
their allowan ces with tin n ed ham an d 
other can n ed food.” 
As the su bmarin e was forced to 
keep below the 
w a t e r s su rface 
a 
great deal of the time life aboard 
the 
su bmarin e 
was 
an y thin g 
bu t 
pleasan t. 
Poor Atmosphere 
“ The boat sweated an d all spare 
clothin g became satu rated with mois­ 
tu re while the atmosphere often be­ 
came fou l an d breathin g difficu lt,” 
he asserted. 
“ While we were su b­ 
merged the crew 
wou ld 
start 
the 
gramaphon e. 
That machin e su pplied 
the mu sic which play ed triu m phan t­ 
ly when the U-boat got an other v ic­ 
tim. 
Really the sin kin g of an y in ­ 
n ocen t 
merchan tman 
cau sed 
that 
crew as mu ch joy as if the members 
had su n k a war ship. 
“ On e n ight there was more than 
the u su al amou n t of rejoicin g an d 
the gram aphon e’s liv eliest airs were 
play ed. The German s had torpedoed 
an oil tan ker which, accordin g to

comman der, 
san k 
in 
thirty 
secon ds. I cou ld n ot help won derin g 
at the men tality of men who cou ld 
rejoice at su ch a thin g, kn owin g that 
withou t giv in g 
them 
the slightest 
chan ce to defen d themselv es or es­ 
capin g they had sen t in n ocen t sail­ 
ors to their deaths. 
“ The n ex t day we seemed to be 
ou t of the track of steamers, an d 1 
wen t in to the con n in g tower an d saw 
the officers amu sin g themselv es by 
shootin g at gu lls or empty bottles.

Three Norwegian ships were 
stopped for the pu rpose of obtain in g 
fresh food. Soon after this there was 
mu ch ex citemen t when it was ascer­ 
tain ed that there was a British su b­ 
marin e in ou r v icin it> 
By listen in g 
the crew cou ld hear the en emy su b­ 
marin e, an d the German s feared she 
was goin g to attack u s. 
We su b­ 
merged an d ev en tu ally dodged the 
British v essel. 
“ The U-boat was 
equ ipped 
with 
powerfu l 
wireless apparatu s, 
a id 
each ev en in g, prov idin g the weather 
an d other con dition s were fav orable, 
the Germ an comman der remain ed on 
the w ater’s su rface in wireless com­ 
mu n ication with his base.” 
The British captain fin ally arriv ed 
in 
Helgolan d, 
an d 
afterward was 
tran sferred to Bran den bu rg. 
Ev en ­ 
tu ally 
he was taken to Switzerlan d 
apd released, reachin g En glan d on 
Ju n e 19 . 
An d •n ow the captain 
is 
gettin g 
ready to go to sea again .

Great Lak es, Aug. 2.— Right Rev­ 
erend Patrick Joseph Hay es, Bishop 
of the Army and Navy Chaplains, 
accompanied by the Reverend Win. 
Foley of Chicago, recently paid this 
camp a visit, survey ing the situation 
with regard to Knights of Columbus 
activities.
